B. G. Since then little bas been added 
to our knowledge of the actual mech- 
anism of sleep. Psychologists and 
physiologists bave their theories, but 
as it is difficult to put the sleeping 
brain under the microscope the “mys- 
tery of fuided weep” tx still a mystery. 


Theories of Sieep. 

Some bave thought thut the gradual 
accumulation of waste products in the 
blood brings on a condition of irrita- 
bility or fatigue of the brain cells, 
finally resulting in depression ana uu- 
consciousness; others, that the delli- 
cate filaments by which the higher

brain cells communicate are retracted 
during sieep. thus withdruwing the 
brain from outside stimulation.

For ex- 
ample, suppose complete paralysis of / 
all sensory exept those of ote 
eye existed. By closing this the pa- 
tient would at once be put fo sleep. 

Abotber theory assumes that the cen 
ter—the vaso motor nerve center at 
the base of the brain—which controls 
the blood vessels ard equalizes the 
circulation of the bleod throughout the | 
body, becomes fatigued, resulting ip a 
dilation of the arteries of the body and 
a lessened blood suppty in the brain. 

It seems well established that during 
sieep a condition of anaemia of the 
brain’ exists, whatever may be the 
causes underlying it. This explajus 
the feeling of drowsiness ufter a bearty 
meul, when there is a determination 
ef viood to hae digestive urgans and 
f withdrawal! of biood from the brain. | 


importance #f Sleep. 

Rut there are many kinds of sleep, 
and the gentle poet refers to opls one 
xind—healthful, restful slieep—tte kind 
that “slides into the sul.” 

That sieep is an ingportant thing is 
sufficiently evidenced by the fact that 
man ,spends about one-third of bis life 
time in that condifion. These who 
bave tried to lewen this proportion 
have usually paid. the penalty which 
nature exacts for any ulcemp* to cheat 
in “playing the game.”

On one occasion the genial author was 
cruelly snubbed by a newly appoint- 
ed British consul at Apia, one Colonel 
De Coetlogon. The story is told in 
“With Stevenson In Sumoa,” by H. J. 
Moors, the author: 

One Sunday morning while Steven- 
son and myself. barefoot and in paja- 
mas, were discussing the various local 
telebrities, my friend suddenly jumped 
op and announced that he had ne- 
glected a bounden duty. Here he had 
been in Apia for some consHlerable . 
time and bad not yet called on ber 
Britannic majesty’s representative. Ev- 
ery Britisher of mark should attend to 
such a duty at tlie earliest possible 
moment! 1 must introduceshim with- 
put one -moment’s further delay! 
“Come along. Moors,” said he; “let's 
get it off our mind!” 

1 informed him that Colonel De Coet- 
logon was himself a new man ih the 
place—he had been in Apia but a little 
while—and | had not yet met him 
People who bad met him had mostly 
feciared him to be an exclusive, crusty 
did fellow, full of pomposity. 1 was 
therefore very Joath to go until the new 
arrival had simmered down somewhat 
{te was rumored that he had been- for 
years governor of some great jail in 
Britain, and people remarked that he 
treated many of his calleF8 as ticket of 
leave men who bad come in to report. 

But Stevenson, feeling very sure of 
his powers to charm this Gorgon, 
would take no warning. but shouted 
gayly: “Come on, Moors!

Here was a “desert world of new and 
dreadful aspect’ indeed. It was un- 
doubtedly “new” to western eyes, and 
therefore of extreme interest, and it 
was certainly ‘‘of dreadful aspect,” 
for the glare of its sands closed one’s 
eyes and seemed to overpower one. 
What struck me most was the color of 
the gand hills in the morning light— 
every shade of yellow and red—but in 
the midday heat the color seemed to 
change to a glaring white. 

In this region the prevailing wind 
is from the southwest, and therefore 
all the dunes gradually sloped toward 
the west, steep sided toward the east. 
The sand, on the whole, was hard; 
nevertheless traveling was toilsome in 
the extreme, Traversing this immense 
ocean of sand waves we clambered to 
the crests of giant sand dunes, only 
to find the leeward side of the dune 
too steep to descend, and accordingly 
we had to tramp along the crest of 
the hill in order to find a more easy 
descent.

Venizelos their sources of power and 
income will alike vanish. They care 
for nothing but their own selfish ends, 
They wilfully ignore the fact that the 
outcome of this political chaos and 
national degradation will be the ecrush- 
ing of Greece by some foreign eneiny, 
or the subjecting of this country to 
the control of the powers. His first 
aim is the strengthening of the arimy 
and navy, his second is the purifica- 
tion of our national life. Should God 
grant to Venizelos ten years of life 
Greece will have entered on a new 
and glorious era of power and pros- 
perity. ° 

“A war with Turkey is inevitable, 
not perhaps immediately, but certain- 
ly within the year,’’ added this de- 
puty. “The situation of Greece is 
more critical at the present moment 
than at any. period in the last fifty 
years, because the influences of vor- 
ruption and immorality stand savage- 
ly at bay, and will not be crushed 
without a ferocious resistance.
